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HE human mind has ever been fruitful 
in errors. When they have been left 
to their natural operations, and men have 
been permitted to indulge or diſcard them 
without reſtraint, they have often proved to 
be innocent, ſometimes uſeful, deluſions. 
But when the errors of weak or wicked men 
have been unhappily adopted by govern- 
ments, and bad principles ſupported by law, 
the evil became ſerious; and its conſe- 
quences dreadful. 

Of all the projects that have ever been 
formed, there is not one ſo abſurd, and that 
hath ſo much miſchief and wickedneſs to 
anſwer for, as that of bringing mankind to 
an uniformity of opinion by the influence of 
penal laws. A genuine hiſtory of the ef- 
fects of this deſign, would contain the great- 
eſt part of the calamities that have afflicted 


the world, and rendered it a ſcene of diſcord 
and wretchedneſs. 
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The progreſs of reaſon and philoſophy 


has, of late, much abated the ardour of bi- 


gotry and perſecuting zeal. The terrors of 


barbarous laws do not ſo frequently alarm 


the breaſts of thoſe few, but reſpectable, men, 


who dare to exerciſe the faculties of their 
minds in the ſearch of truth, and who have 
always been the greateſt benefactors of the 
world. Men of arbitrary and perſecuting 


principles, are aſhamed of the practices to 


which they would lead, in an age of good 
ſenſe and humanity: but the principles 
themſelves, barbarous and ſhameful as they 
are, continue to diſhonour almoſt all the 
civil and ecclefiaſtical inſtitutions of Europe. 


An alliance, on the meaneſt motives, 1s 


every where preſerved between church and 
ſtate; and A#s of Uniformity diſgrace our 
ſtatute-books, though the acts againſt charms 
and witchcrait have been repealed. 

This abſurd idea of uniformity in opinion, 


the effect of intellectual weakneſs and igno- 


rance, and the ſource of great and innumera- 


ble evils, has diffuſed itſelf through all the 


modes of religion, and been the chief means 
of baniſhing true piety and humanity from 
the world. It has corrupted our moſt ſa- 
cred exerciſes ; it has blended doubtful doc- 

trines 
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trines and unintelligible expreſſions with 
our acts of devotion ; and deſtroyed the ſpi- 
rit with which they ſhould have been actu- 
ated. Philoſophy and religion have both 
ſuffered, from being too ſpeculative, chime- 
rical, and complex. We have happily diſ- 
covered, by the aſſiſtance of the illuſtrious 
Bacon, that philoſophy was only to be re- 
formed by experiment: — experiment hath 
led to ſimplicity; and all the branches of 
philoſophy have been reformed. 
The chief object of philoſophy i is truth; 
the principal object of religion is to pro- 
mote virtue; and the knowledge of truth, 
and the practice of virtue, conſtitute the ex- 
cellence and happineſs of man. 

To contemplate and acknowledge the 
power, wiſdom, and goodneſs of the Supreme 
Intelligence, with attention, admiration, and 
gratitude, is true religion; and this religion 
is a principal ſecurity and inducement to the 
practice of thoſe great virtues, on which the 
happineſs of the world depends. Publie 
Worſhip is this ſimple and clear principle re- 
duced to practice; and it ſecures its ends in 
the ſame manner that all other principles 


do. 
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vii ] 
All our mental operations, as well as our 
bodily ones, ſeem to depend upon habit. It is 


neceſſary that we ſhould be frequently uſed to 


any bodily exerciſe, in order to have recourſe 
to it with eaſe and pleaſure. The common 
occaſions of life; the duties, laws, and plea- 


ſures of era, furniſh motives which per- 


petually recur or our activity would 
ceaſe. This was the caſe with religion, 
when the public ſervices furniſhed proper 
motives to all the people. Their minds 


were ſomething ſimilar to machines ;—re- 


gulated on the Sunday for the duties of the 
following week. This, perhaps, every 


modeſt man will acknowledge to be neceſ- 
{ary to his moral conduct. A thouſand in- 
ſtances may occur to him, on even a flight 


recollection, where he has tranſgreſſed 
againſt his beſt reſolutions and opinions— 
becauſe the time was diſtant, in which the rea- 
ſons of them had been before his mind. 


Some philoſophers of the firſt character, 


for underſtanding and morals, have acknow- 
ledged and lamented this truth. They 
complained, not only of having loft that 
pleaſure, which all virtuous minds have in a 


public acknowledgment of their duties; but 


that they found themſelves failing in many 
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inſtances of moral conduct, becauſe the rea- 
ſons and motives of 1t had not been lately 
before them. . 

Public Worſhip, as a recital of ſublime 
and important truths, is reaſonable in itſelf, 
uſeful in its effects, and delightful in the 
exerciſe. We are ſo formed, that every 
pleaſure is multiplied on us by ſociety. 
To fe numbers of our fellow- creatures, 
equally ſincere with ourſelves, in acknow- 
ledging thoſe truths which make us all 
happy, muſt afford as high a ne as we 


are capable of. 


It cannot be enjoyed, however, in this 
country by any man who has the misfor- 
tune to diſapprove of the Book of Common 
Prayer, and the method of worſhip among 
the Diſſenters. Men may have this mis- 
fortune, without deſerving blame. It is the 
duty of all men to a& on the principles 
they poſſeſs. We apprehend, therefore, 
that in providing for our religious improve- 
ment, on thoſe principles we believe to be 
true; while we offer no man an injury, 
aim at no man's intereſt, and profeſs the 
warmeſt attachment to the conſtitution and 
laws of our country; we do no more 
| than 
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than we are allowed to do, by the principles 
of nature and religion, the beſt laws of civil 
ſociety, and that prevailing temper and diſ- 
poſition of men in England, which may be 
called the Spirit of the times, and the ruling 
law of the land. 


It is with pleaſure we have obſerved, 
that many degrees of improvement have ta- 
ken place in various parts of Europe; and 
that the minds of wile and good men are 
well employed in removing the errors of 
dark ages ; and in ſuiting forms of worſhip 
to the preſent ſtate of knowledge. To all 
ſuch we with ſucceſs; and to all mankind 
the perfect enjoyment of their ineſtimable 
liberties. Let every man worſhip God ac- 
cording to the diQates of his conſcience ; 
let religion be as free as philoſophy ; and 
truth will certainly prevail. 


But as we apprehend, the chief defe& of 
all forms of devotion, proceeds from an idea 
in thoſe who compoled them, of the neceſſity 


of a certain uniformity of opinion in ſpe- 


culative and doubtful doctrines, we with to 
try the effect of a Form of Social Worſhip, 
compoſed on the moiſt enlarged and general 

principles; in which all men may join who 


ac 
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acknowledge the exiſtence of a ſupreme In- 
telligence, and the univerſal obligations of 
morality. 


We can ſee no reaſon why our public 
Forms of Devotion ſhould be contrived to 
divide men into parties, while we enjoy the 
moſt valuable bleflings in common; and 
all acknowledge the moſt important truths. 
Are we not all the children of one benevo- 
lent Parent? Do not Jews and Gentiles, 
 Chriftians and Mahometans, own his power, 
his wiſdom, and his goodneſs? Do not all 
men acknowledge the eternal obligations of 
picty and virtue? And doth not the har- 
mony of the world, and the happineſs of ſo- 
ciety, depend chicfly upon theſe great prin- 
ciples? Why then ſhould any be excluded 
the pleaſure and advantage of ſocial worſhip, 
who acknowledge them ? If all geod men, 
of all religions, would ſometimes unite in 
adoring Almighty God, and acknowledging 
thoſe great truths, which they all hold to 
be the moſt important, it might be hoped 
that thoſe comprehenſive principles would 
have a ſtronger tendency to harmonize and 
unite; than doubtful and leſs important 
opinions have hitherto had to divide them.
